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PROPOSED NEW MAIN BUILDING AT THE JUNIOR COLLEGE 


School Bond 
Issue Up To 
Voters Today 


Utopian Idea 
Advanced In 
Epic Debate 


Proposed Issue Of $375,000 
To Rebuild Junior College 
And High Schools 


City Business Manager And 
Sinclair Spokesman Fence 
In La Canada 


Sierra Madre voters will go to 
the polls today in a special elec¬ 
tion to vote on the proposed 
$375,000 Pasadena high school 
district bond issue. The sole poll¬ 
ing place is at the public school 
on West Highland avenue. Voting 
begins at C o’clock this morning 
and continues until 7 p. m. 

Not realizing the importance of 
the issue at a previous bond elec¬ 
tion, Sierra Madre and the Santa 
Anita district were intsrumental 
in denying the two thirds major¬ 
ity necessary for the success of 
the bonds. Since that time the 
Pasadena district school board 
has reduced the issue from $860,- 
000 to $375,000 by making avail¬ 
able $410.00 of reserves and un¬ 
expended balances. 

Inasmuch as this city is a part 
of the Junior High and Junior 
College district and around one 
hundred junior high school and 
junior college pupils from Si¬ 
erra Madre attend Pasadena 
secondary schools, taxpayers may 
feel a close and personal interest 
in the outcome of the election. 

A'most fifty Sierra Madre stu¬ 
dents of the Pasadena Junior Col¬ 
lege addressed the following peti¬ 
tion to the voters here. 

“Four thousand students now 
engaged in pursuit of education 
at Pasadena junior college must 
not be disappointed. Four thous¬ 
and students are wading thru 
mud puddles, shivering in rooms 
which were hurriedly erected by 
placing partitions in unheated 
gymnasia, unable to hear lectures 
or recitations when the rain beat 
down upon the top flaps of the 
tents If there were no junior 
colleges, they would each year 
increase the number of unem¬ 
ployed loitering in this city de¬ 
pendent upon charity, finding 
false uses for idle time, learning 
bad habits which society would 
never be able to eradicate. The 
danger of enormuo3 loss of life 
in hazardous building has been 
removed, but the students are 
without the proper physical plant 
wherein they can be trained for 
their normal place in society.” 

•'Yes, don't disappoint us, vote 
for the bonds today!" 

That Sierra Madre’s share of 
the tax burden caused by the 
bonds would be infinitismal com¬ 
pared with the benefits derived 
from the satisfaction of having 
her pupils housed safely, is at¬ 
tested by statistics prepared by 
M.lton Hollingsworth, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Sierra Madre Sav¬ 
ings Bank. 

"Sierra Madre's share of the 
propsed bond issue.” Mr. Hol¬ 
lingsworth states, “is but .021 
percent of the total $375,000. 
That is figured on the basis of 
the assessed valuation of the 
high school district, and of the 
city here. 

"It is proposed to retire the 
bonds at the rate of $21,000 per 
year, beginning three years after 
issuance. Accordingly, the third 
year would require the largest 
payment on account of the bonds, 
because the interest would cease 
on amounts paid. Presuming that 
the assessed valuations did not 
decrease, the maximum increase 
in the tax rate to tnke care of 
bond payments would occur the 
third year after issuance, and 
would amount to only $.0366 per 
hundred dollars cf assessed valu 
ation, or 37 cents on property 
assessed at $1000.” 

Mrs. Edith Anderson is Judge 
of election here today, and Mrs 
Lorene Adwell and Mrs. F. B 
Chamberlain are clerks. 

Persons wishing to vote at the 
school bond election and lacking 
transportation facilities, may- 
phone Norman Jensen, transpor¬ 
tation chairman, at the City Hall, 
number 51, and an automobile 
will be gladly sent out. Also, any 
one willing to furnish his car 
and driving services for the day 
is asked to communicate with 
Mr. Jensen. 


“Intelligently directed coopera¬ 
tion between every economic ele¬ 
ment and political faction is the 
greatest factor in California’s re¬ 
covery,” City Business Manager 
A1 S. Myers declared Tuesday 
night in a debate with Irving 
Pichell, prominent Sinclair ora¬ 
tor, at a political rally in La 
Canada. 

Taking an independent stand in 
the controversy, Myers argued 
that ultimately there must be a 
coordination of all charities In 
the State, that the dole system 
for able-bodied workers must be 
replaced by a cooperative meth¬ 
od of work distribution. 

“In keeping with the Presi¬ 
dent’s latest proposals,” Myers 
stated, “the responsibility for em¬ 
ployment must come at last to 
the municipalities, who would be 
financed as would any corpora¬ 
tion, through the State or Fed¬ 
eral setup.” 

Commencing his series of ques¬ 
tions aimed at the Merriam 
forces, Pichel asked, "How does 
your program propose to deal 
with the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment?” 

"My personal plan,” Myers re¬ 
plied, “is to establish the co¬ 
operative units on a more firm 
basis, until such time as the 
workers may be absorbed into 
private industries ... I admit, 
however that such an absorption 
is not possible in the face of 
technological unemployment un¬ 
less steps are taken toward prop¬ 
er distribution of hours of labor.” 

When asked whether the Re¬ 
publicans regard overproduction 
as a problem leading to eventual 
bankruptsy, Myers replied that 
so-called “over production” Is a 
fact only in proportion to buying 
power, and that in normal times, 
there would actually exist a state 
of under production as far as 
the ability of the consumers to 
use more goods is concerned. 

Myers asked Pichel, “Does Mr. 
Sinclair's Epic plan, and the 
Democratic policy, contemplate 
any changes in the banking sy»- 
tem ?” 

"No,” replied Pichel, “except

Will Be Welcomed At 
Public Reception 


Relief Of Aged And Social 
Insurance Most Vital 
Questions Evans Says 


Claiming that he had given the 
Administration at Washington 
“full supporf for the National 
Industrial Recovery Program, 
which is quite different from 
the NRA,” Congressman William 
E. Evans, this district .addressed 
a group of 35 women Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon. at the home of Mrs. 
Marvin Coats, 240 East Central 
avenue. 

“You should understand that 
the N. I. R. A. is quite differ¬ 
ent from the N. R. A.” said Mr. 
Evans, “the latter being the bu¬ 
reau through which the Re¬ 
covery program is to be carried 
out. All sensible men in Con¬ 
gress, at that time—the first 
session after Mr. Roosevelt's in¬ 
auguration—both Democrats and 
Republicans felt that something 
must be done and that the Presi¬ 
dent was the one man who could 
help us back to something like 
normal conditions. What effective 
work the NRA has done since 
Its formation is a question on 
which we have not agreed. I 
did not vote for the AAA nor 
for the Cotton Control BUI, but 
there are many men in CongTess 
who felt as I did.” 

The speaker refuted the charge 
that he had failed to work for 
adequate relief for the flood 
stricken area of this county, 
stating that immediately after 
the New Year's Montrose dis¬ 
aster he had been instrumental 
in passing a relief bill of un¬ 
limited proportions through the 
House. 

’’The bill was cut to $3,000,000 
by the Senate," Mr. Evans said, 
"and then the ways and means 
committee, of which I am a 
member, raised the amount to 
$5,000,000 in conference. The 
money has not yet been re¬ 
leased from Washington, although 
I have repeatedly urged its re¬ 
lease, and since the recent 
storms I have sent three tele¬ 
grams to the Presidnt asking for 
immdiate action.” 

In answer to the question as 
to where the funds for the Vet¬ 
eran's Bureau came from, Mr. 
Evans told his hearers that these 
funds “are derived from the In¬ 
come taxes, customs duties and 
excise taxes.” He further said 
he had voted for the Economy 
Bill believing that in this manner 
the "chiselers" would be cut off 
the rolls. There was no Idea 
on the part of anyone, he said, 
that the service-connected dis¬
